GHI Committee Sees No 
Need for Another Audit

A Finance Committee report responding in the negative to the 
request by more than 300 Greenbelt Homes, Inc. members for a 
complete “independent” audit of the GHI books and records for 
the last 10 years was presented to the GHI board on Thursday, 

August 24. The board decided to take no action on the Committee 
report until its next meeting on Thursday, September 14. 


Something F or Everybody 

At Labor Day Festival 

The 18th annual Greenbelt Labor Day Festival gets underway 
on Friday, September 1 and will run for 4 days. Among the many 
attractions will be the parade on Monday, the crowning of the 
Festival Queen, and numerous contests, booths and exhibits. 


The Finance Committee report 
submitted by chairman Thomas X. 
White stated that “much of the in¬ 
formation which would satisfy the 
request of the petitioners is already 
available.” In light of the fact that 
the board has already contracted 
for the regular auditing services 
of J. Henry Oehmann Co., the 
Committee felt that it would not 
be the best use of corporation funds 
to engage a second audit firm at 
this time. 

However, the Committee, recog 
nizing the fears and anxieties of 
the petitioners about the finan¬ 
cial condition of the corporation, 
urged the GHI board to invite from 
the petitioners a more detailed or 
precise statement of financial data 
desired, so the the Hoard could ap¬ 
propriately respond to their request. 
It further suggested that if any in¬ 
formation desired is not readily 
available, the scope of the present 
audit could be expanded. 

To implement these suggestions 
and to secure the confidence of the 
members, it suggested a special 
committee be set up composed of 
Finance Committee members and 
interested members, especially 
drawn from the petitioners.. 

The Finance Committee report 
drew the fire of board members 
Howard Brooks and Tony Lynch, 
who felt that it was not respon¬ 
sive to the wishes of the members 
who had signed the petition. 
Brooks, who is a member of the 
Finance Committee, repudiated the 
report, which was signed by White 
and board members Nat Shinder- 
man and Janet James. (The Com¬ 
mittee report actually had Brooks’ 
name on it, but White apologized 
for including it.) 

Fiscal Status Better 
. The Committee report, in an at 
tempt to allay the fears of mem 
bers, summarized what the cor¬ 
poration has done since 1968-69 to 
reverse the trend of a decreased 
level of reserves and an unsatis¬ 
factory cash position. 

Among the measures adopted 
were: (1) inclusion in the members’ 
monthly charges of amounts for 
reserves and working capital ac¬ 
counts; (2) limitation of loans for 
long-term home improvements; (3) 
institution of capital recovery pro¬ 
grams for garage doors and trailer 
lot construction: (4) accrual to the 
corporation of appreciation involv¬ 
ed in the resale of houses within 
two years of purchase; and (5) in¬ 
creased working capital assessment 
on homes at time of resale. 

The Committee stated that the 
previous downward trend has def¬ 
initely been reversed and that “our 
cash and liquidity is on a much 
more solid basis than four years 
ago. Commonly used accounting 
ratios used on a consistent basis 
over the years bear this statement 
out.” 

Minority Views 

Brooks charged that the corpor¬ 
ation’s position is better only be¬ 
cause the board postponed such key 
maintenance programs as the trim 
paint program. “This will haunt us 
later,” he warned. Brooks said that 
the Finance Committee report was 
“‘a snow job to obfuscate, confuse, 
and put off action, so that the pe¬ 
tition will be buried.” 


He told the petitioners that “if 
you allow yourself to be dissuaded 
from having an independent audit, 
you will deserve whatever you get.” 
He was referring to the fear ex¬ 
pressed by the petitioners that the 
corporation would commit itself to 
a rehabilitation program without 
first determining the sound finan¬ 
cial condition of the corporation. 

Wants Immediate Action 

Vincent Caruso made a fervent 
plea to the board to act immediat¬ 
ely, but acting chairman David 
Lange said that the general policy 
of the board is not to take action 
on a committee report when first 
received so as to give the public 
and the board time to digest the 
contents. 

Shinderman stressed that GHI is 
already receiving an in-depth 
audit twice a year. “Let’s not spend 
our money foolishly for something 
that is already being done,” he 
pleaded. He also noted that the 
board could ask for additional in¬ 
formation from the auditing firm, 
if the petitioners would identify 
what it is they want. 

Caruso responded that he would 
like to see a cash audit and a his¬ 
torical allocation of monies. He 
wanted to know, for example, what 
had happened to all the money that 
had been paid to the corporation 
over the years. “Why don’t we have 
more money in reserves?” he asked. 

Caruso also took a slam at the 
present auditors (Oehmann Co.), 
stating that they failed sufficiently 
to warn the members of GHI’s al¬ 
leged fiscal deficiencies and failed 
to offer advice on how to rectify 
the situation. Shinderman observ¬ 
ed that Oehmann has been provid¬ 
ing* GHI with more services than 
are normally provided by auditing 
firms. He noted that the auditing 
firm recommended by the petition¬ 
ers is now handling Greenbelt 
Consumer Services’ account and 
invited members to compare their 
reports with those provided by 
Oehmann. 

Local Concert Band

The Greenbelt Concert Band will 
present a special program tills year 
at the opening ceremony of the La¬ 
bor Day Festival, on Friday, Sept. 
1, at 7 p.m. The band will play 
“Tales of the Vienna Woods” by 
Richard Strauss, “A Trumpet Vol¬ 
untary” by Henry Purcell, “Finale” 
from the 5th Svmphonv by Shosto- 
kovitch, “Festival for Bands” by 
Jordan Jacobs and special soloists. 

John DelHomme, director of the 
Greenbelt Concert Band, studied at 
the Manhattan School of Music and 
the Peabody Institute in Baltimore. 
He has since played with and con 
ducted a number of chamber music 
and civic orchestras and has been 
featured as a clarinet soloist.

The Real GHI Need 


We think it is unfortunate that, at a time when Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. members should be directing all their energies and 
talents to an analysis of the massive and complex problems as¬ 
sociated with the rehabilitation of GHF*s physical plant, their at¬ 
tention should be diverted to a squabble over a petition requesting 
a comprehensive financial audit of GHI’s books and records for 
the past 10 years. 

As far as we can make out, much of the information desired 
by the sponsors of the petition — cash balances, yearly outgo and 
expenditures, allocation of monies, etc. — is already in the files 
of the corporation as the result of the l.wice-a-year audits that are 
regularly mcde by an independent outside consulting firm of cer¬ 
tified public accountants. If the information is not in the form 
desired by the sponsors of the petition, the GHI Finance Committee 
claims it can be readily made so. 

The sponsors of the petition apparently hope that the audit 
will yield some advice on how GHI can best finance the rehabilita¬ 
tion program. Our knowledge of auditing practices is limited, but 
we have yet to be shown how delving back into the GHI books for 
10 years will provide much insight on how GHI is going to resolve 
the financial problems of a rehabilitation program. 

It seems to us that what is really needed at this time is the 
preparation of a Statement of GHI Resources and the advice of 
financiers on how these resources 'can best be parlayed into a 
source of economic strength for the development of a rehabilitation 
program within the financial means of the members, especially 
the low-income members and the retired.

At their last meeting (August 14) 
the city council introduced and at¬ 
tempted to pass an ordinance clos¬ 
ing the Greenbelt Lake park to 
the public at night.

The 
only exception is for bills “of an 
emergency nature,” and I fail to 
see what dire emergency exists jus-

It seems to me this smacks a bit 
too much of Orwell’s 1984, especially 
when the main motive is to prevent 
what are described as “questionable 
activities.” Are the liberties of citi¬ 
zens to be abridged on such vague 
grounds? 

Are these so-called “questionable 
activities” illegal? No one has 
claimed so, and if there is a real 
reason for closing the park, Green- 
belters should at least be told ex¬ 
actly what it is. I see no reason 
why the open-park policy that 
council has maintained for many 
years should not be continued. Any 
one who would like to see the park 
remain open 24 hours a day is wel¬ 
come to phone me at 345-9421. May 
be we can work something out to 
keep our park open for anyone, 
anytime, with appropriate police 
protection, as in the past,

Free Clinics for Shots 

The new State of Maryland regu¬ 
lations require protective inocula 
lions for children who enter pre¬ 
school programs through first grade 
in public, parochial and private 
schools this fall. 

Children will be required to have 
4 doses of DPT (commonly called 
“baby shots”; 3 doses of polio; i 
dose of measles vaccine or proof 
of having had regular measles; and 
1 dose of rubella vaccine for pro¬ 
tection against German measles. 

Starting in September the Prince 
George’s County Health Depart 
ment will operate immunization 
clinics to provide free inoculations. 
These clinics will be held every 
Saturday from 9:30 a.m. to 3:30 
p.m., Ager Road Clinic, 6111 Ager 
Road, West Hyattsville, Maryland; 
John Carroll Clinic, 1400 Nalley 
Terrace, Landover, Maryland, Sep¬ 
tember 9 through December 16. 

No appointment is necessary at 
the Saturday clinics sponsored by 
the Health Department, but a par 
ent must accompany a child for 
permission for immunization to bo 
obtained. , 


Discrepancies 

To the Editor: 

Martha Hutzler tells us in her 
letter of August 24 that two years 
ago she “alerted” GHI’s Certified 
Public Accountant, Paul Beck, to 
“obvious discrepancies, in my opin¬ 
ion, in the Members’ Annual Re¬ 
port.” Beck was “more amused 
than surprised, but gave me no ex¬ 
planation.” 

Apparently it does not occur to 
Mrs. Hutzler that Mr. Beck may not 
have agreed with her. What would 
you do if you were a C.P.A., and a 
well meaning layperson claimed to 
find discrepancies that you could 
not agree existed? Surely Mr. Beck 
couldn’t do other than smile po¬ 
litely. 

Then, she relates, she showed 
Ci^esap, McCormick & Paget, the 
management consultant firm, “a 
steady pattern of increases, unex¬ 
plained loans, and the allocation of 
member monies for investment.” 
If she looks at the top of page II, 2 
of her C.M.P. report she will find 
that her charges were examined 
and answered: “Investigation of 
several such allegations (i.e., mal¬ 
feasance and personal dishonesty) 
presented during conduct of the 
study revealed no tangible evi¬ 
dence to support them.” (Italics 
mine.) 

Mrs. Hutzler’s accusation that 
both C.M.P. and J. Henry Oehman, 
Inc., C.P.A. regard discrepancies 
and accounting errors “as common 
practices” is without substantial 
evidence. Why should C.P.A.’s and 
management analysts agree to the 
existence of a discrepancy that they 
cannot find? Why would they find 
an accounting error if none ex¬ 
isted? When, if ever, will Mrs. 
Hutzler accept the fact that she 
may be wrong in making technical 
judgments? 

T could go on to set the record 
straight, but I feel that News Re¬ 
view readers have been subjected 
to sufficient debate to see that Mrs. 
Hutzler’s objective is to instill fear 
in GHI members.

FESTIVAL PARADE WILL BE LED 
BY TWO POPDLAR NONAGENARIANS

Two Greenbelters, one 93 and the other 94, are being honored 
this week by a community in whose growth they have played a 
unique role. Jerry Goodin and Joseph “Pop” Cipriano, have given 
much over the years to a town they both love, a town that now — 
by making them the 1972 parade marshals for the Labor Day 
Festival — shows its affection for them. 

Cipriano Goodin 

Joseph “Pop” Cipriano, too, has Jerry Goodin came to Greenbelt 
given the town he loves some very 31 years ago when the town was 


special contributions; and the city 
has proclaimed him one of its fav¬ 
orite sons. 

“Pop” Cipriano can truly be de¬ 
scribed as a Greenbelt pioneer. He 
came to the area in 1910 and 
bought 100 acres of land (which 
contains the house he still lives in). 
In his youth he had been a metal 
worker, a circus strongman, and a 
fanner. He continued the farming, 
supplementing his income by be¬ 
coming a supervisor for county 
roads. Single-handedly he made the 
mud-covered street that is now 
Greenbelt Rd. passable during the 
winter months by laying tree 
trunks on the road and covering 
them with packed dirt, gravel, and 
cinders, raising the level of the 
road by three feet. 

"Pop” was instrumental in ob¬ 
taining funds for cutting the road 
which would connect Glenn Dale 
with Branchville, and performed 
much of the necessary work him¬ 
self. This feat shortened the dis¬ 
tance between Branchville and 
Glenn Dale from 17 to 6 miles. The 
road was opened in 1932 and was 
followed by a party for 500 people 
at Clpriano’s farm house. 

Cipriano Rd. (formerly Tele¬ 
graph Rd.) is of course named to 
honor his early achievements in 
road building. 

Later “Pop" worked as a carpen¬ 
ter and maintenance worker for 
the city of Greenbelt, retiring at 
the age of 72 after an accident to 
his back. 

“Pop” is familiar to most Green- 
belters each Labor Day as he waves 
to the crowd from his flower-be¬ 
decked donkey cart. He has enter¬ 
ed a float in each Labor Day pa¬ 
rade for the past 18 years. 

Living still on the family home¬ 
stead on Greenbelt Rd., “Pop” is 
visited often by many of his five 
children, 19 grandchildren, and 13 
great-grandchildren. He keeps busy 
by taking care of his house, doing 
his own grocery shopping, tending 
his tomato plants, and reliving the 
highlights of his long life. 


County Bill Creates 
New Planning Areas 

One of the key land planning 
mandates of the Prince Georges 
County Charter was fulfilled August 
15 when the County Council approv 
cd a bill creating the countywide 
planning areas required by the 
home rule document. Passage of 
the measure, which was introduced 
by the full Council, came after the 
Council adopted some 37 minor 
amendments introduced by Coun¬ 
cilman Francis W. White of Green ¬ 
belt. 

The new law, under study since 
May. establishes 32 planning areas, 
roughly equal in geographic size, 
for the purpose of updating old 
master plans, devising new ones 
and drawing up a comprehensive 
zoning map for the county. 


the newly-created brain-child of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. He was 
a laborer then, as he is now. The 
shopping area was all government- 
owned and Jerry was in charge of 
cleaning up the food store, theater, 
offices and beauty parlor, barber 
shop and service station. “Just 
about every week” he proudly pro¬ 
claims, “I wore out a 32 oz. mop.” 

He also takes a great deal of 
pride in remembering the names 
of the first managers he worked 
for, Walter Mott and Sam Ashel- 
man. 

Up until three years ago, Jerry 
drove to work from his home in 
North Brentwood, where his wife, 
Mamie, and one of his sons still 
live. But for the past three years 
he has maintained a room at the 
Center. 

In recalling those days 30 years 
ago, Jerry doesn't see too many 
changes in Greenbelt. He remem¬ 
bers how he helped measure off 
the land and drive in the stakes for 
what is now the Co-op Supermar¬ 
ket many years ago. “I've always 
enjoyed myself with the nice people 
in Greenbelt,” he affirms. 

Jerry shakes his head in some be¬ 
wilderment in recalling the city’s 
honoring him with a proclamation. 
“I couldn’t understand it,” he 
chuckles, “But good things comes 
to those that wait.” 

The most important thing to Jerry 
Goodin, he says, and the reason for 
his awards is his motto; “Be kind 
to everyone—especially little chil¬ 
dren.” Next in his thoughts are 
the servicemen, boys he knew as 
children growing up, playing around 
the Center, for whom he prays 
daily. “My main object everyday 
is to help someone,” he says. 

Jerry attributes his long life to 
following the lessons of his father 
and mother. “Hear, O my son, and 
receive my sayings; and the years 
of thy life shall be many,” he quotes 
from Proverbs. 

Jerry’s family consists of four 
daughters and three sons, more 
grandchildren than he can keep 
track of (somewhere around 20, ho 
thinks) and five great-grandchild¬ 
ren. Most live nearby. But Jerry 
Goodin has a larger family — all 
the people of Greenbelt who have 
seen him over the years in his 
familiar necktie and long white 
apron, a cane or a broom in his 
hands. On humid summer days or 
bitter winter mornings, Jerry 
Goodin greets you with a warm 
and friendly “hello.” 

*T love Greenbelt,” Jerry pro¬ 
claims. And Greenbelt loves Jerry 
Goodin.

Two juvenile suspects were ap¬ 
prehended in Springhill Lake in 
connection with several stolen bi¬ 
cycles. Two bikes were recovered, 
along with several bicycle parts. 
Parts were being exchanged with 
stolen bikes in order to conceal 
identification. In connection with 
this case, the Department is very 
grateful to the Scoutmaster and 
Boy Scout Troop of Springhill Lake, 
who assisted our officer during the 
investigation. 

A tape player stolen from a car 
in Springhill Lake was recovered 
when a Berwyn Heights resident 
was arrested by the Berwyn police 
for assault and battery. The tape 
player was identified because the 
serial number had been recorded 
by the owner. The suspect was 
thus charged with assault and bat¬ 
tery and being in possession of a 
stolen article. 

Over 100 speeding tickets were 
issued over a 3-day, eight-hour 
period in August on several city 
streets. According to Chief Wil¬ 
liam Lane, all the speeders were 
driving well over the legal limit. 

On August 13 two juveniles living 
in Springhill Lake were arrested 
for stealing bicycles and bicycle 
parts. According to police, the 
youths may be part of a group who 
stole many bikes in SHL, using the 
basement storage areas for the base 
of their operation. The boys, 14 
years old, were apprehended fol¬ 
lowing assistance given police by 
the local Boy Scout troop who 
volunteered to look at bikes and 
identify parts. 

Any SHL resident whose bike 
has been lost recently is asked to 
contact the police, during the day, 
to determine whether one of the 
apprehended bikes might be his. In 
addition, all residents are encour¬ 
aged to make use of the free bike 
registration performed regularly 
by the police. 

Recent use of the new computer 
terminal readily demonstrated the 
rapidity with which suspects can 
be apprehended. A car stolen in 
Greenbelt was recovered the same 
day in Ocean City and three juve¬ 
niles, one girl and two boys, from 
Beltsvilie, were charged with theft.

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GHI From Analyst

“You people are not really part 
of the 20th century. You want to 
stand fast with your 1937 homes 
in an inflationary era; that is your 
problem,” 

With these provocative words, 
James P. Lind, a planning consul¬ 
tant and senior budget analyst from 
Montgomery County, shook his 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. audience at 
last Thursday's special board meet¬ 
ing, Lind said that he could say 
such unpopular things because he 
was looking at Greenbelt from the 
outside. He explained that his 
think tank” had been analyzing 
future possibilities for GHI as an 
exercise project and was invited to 
make his group's observations avail¬ 
able to GHI. 

As long as the members are un¬ 
willing or unable to pay for the ser¬ 
vices needed, Lind said, then GHI 
will have an economic problem be¬ 
cause it has no separate economic 
base. One answer therefore is to 
try to generate an economic base. 

Me noted that GHI has Some un¬ 
developed land and suggested, a- 
mong other things, the development 
of high-rise, profit-making, apart¬ 
ment-commercial “corner-towers” 
4n the periphery of the core. These 
projects, he indicated, could help to 
subsidize the housing costs of aged 
and retired members. 

Another solution for GHI, he said, 
partly with tongue in cheek, is to 
run the project into the ground 
and then raze it for redevelopment. 
After all, he said, “the greatest 
asset you have is the trees, not the 
homes. The land is becoming more 
valuable than what is on the land,” 

“Or/’ he added, “since you insist 
on living at the poverty level, why 
not take advantage of that position 
by seeking some government assis¬ 
tance?” The problem, he admitted, 
with all these redevelopment ideas, 
is that whoever puts up the money 
will want the right to control the 
destiny of the project. 

Lind was not completely pessimis¬ 
tic. He spoke strongly of the 
•community values developed in 
Greenbelt and the tragedy that it 
would be if this community were 
to go down the drain. He therefore 
thought it important that GHI 
members sit down and find out 
where they wanted to go, as well 
as identify their goals. He suggest¬ 
ed a survey to get members’ views 
fnd a profile of their characteris ¬ 
tics. 


The city’s efforts at recycling 
waste materials got back into gear 
on August 25 when paper pickups 
resumed. Almost 20 tons were turn¬ 
ed in, at a resale value of $10 per 
ton. 

A load of glass taken to Balti¬ 
more, last week netted the city $65 
for 6,530 lbs. Although a load of dis¬ 
carded appliances turned in for re¬ 
cycling netted no money, it saved 
precious space at the landfill site. 

A contractor replaced bad sec¬ 
tions of sidewalk in Charlestowne 
and Boxwood subdivisions; the city 
crew graded lawns along Lastner 
Lane that had been excavated for 
installation of a drainage pipe, and 
the embankment next to the re¬ 
cently reconstructed spillway in the 
stream flowing between Lakewood 
subdivision and Northway. The city 
crew also cleaned debris from cul¬ 
verts under crosswalks in the or¬ 
iginal part of town. 

During the last two weeks of Au¬ 
gust the Parks crew cleared walk¬ 
ways of overhanging leaves and 
branches, cleaned the city right-of- 
way in Springhill Lake, and paint¬ 
ed above-ground bulkheads along 
road shoulders to make them more 
conspicuous to motorists 

With local citizens apparently 
starting fall yard work earlier this 
year, the brush chipper machine 
has already been utilized to reduce 
branches and tree trimmings to 
mulch. 

As usual in the week before Lab¬ 
or Day, city employees assisted 
with supplying power for carnival 
rides, setting up festival booths and 
repairing horseshoe pits and ball- 
fields. 

Children’s Pet Show 

The third annual Children’s Pet 
Show will be held this year be¬ 
tween 2-4 p.m, on Labor Day on 
the Center School playground. All 
varieties of pets may be entered. 

There will be eighteen categories 
of prizes including most unusual, 
smallest, longest tail feathers, least 
mobile, loudest noise (for dogs), 
closest to ground, highest from 
ground, longest ears. In the feline 
category, the competition will in¬ 
clude blackest cat, whitest cat, most 
colorful, longest hair, largest etc. 

Each pet must be registered by 
Sunday on forms obtained at Twin 
Pines, Ben Franklin, Variety (to¬ 
bacco store), or municipal swim¬ 
ming pool. The owners or person 
responsible for the pet must have 
it under control at all times. Also, 
proof of rabies shots may be re¬ 
quired in some categories. Children 
under 6 years with pets must be 
accompanied by a parent. Finally 
all pets will be required to be on 
a leash or in a container.
